ment until such time as 
more input from the public 
could be received. 

Actually the assistance of 
the Communnity Develop¬ 
ment Act of 1974 was in¬ 
tended for Planning As¬ 
sistance Objectives, and as 
the writer Interpreted the 
public letter, tiie f.u-nds wen? 
to bo .used to offset certain 
expenses, siuch as architect 
fees and other expenses rc- 
la-tive to the building of the 
Public Safetj' Facilities. 

Public part i ci p a t i o n 
showed this to be tlie in¬ 
tent, which, is within the 
letter of the Act.
